Thus are theſe people continually employed in an uninter- 
xupted, and fruitleſs induſtry, which is neither capable of freeing 
themſelves from want, nor of benefiting the ſtate; Hence, per- 
ſons, who obſerve very little more of their mode of life, ſave that 
they frequently deſert thoſe eriployments which ſach obſervers 
think would turn out profitable to them, raſhly conelude, that this 
proceeds from an unſteady diſpoſition, a difinelination to labour; 
and inſuperable indolence of temperament. Contumely is thus 
added to oppreſſion, and the poor wretches are cruelly inſulted 
and abuſed, inftead of being tenderly ſympathized with, cheriſhed 
and ſupported. Vet though ſuffering; they complain not, but

« Upon the whole, the ſituation of theſe people, inhabitants 
of Britain ! is ſuch as no language can deſcribe or fancy conceive. 
If with great labour and fatigue the farmer raiſes a flender crop of 
oats and barley, the autumnal rains often baffle his utmoſt efforts, 
and fruſtrate all his expectations: and, inſtead of being able to 
pay an exhorbitant rent he ſees his family in danger of periſhing 
during the enſuing Winter, when he is n from every 
poſſihility of aſſiſtance elſewhere. 


« Meanwhile, the ſteward, hard preſſed by letters from the 
gaming houſe, or Newmarket, demands the rent, in a tone 


which makes no great allowance for unpropitious ſeaſons, the 
death of cattle, and other accidental misfortunes. 


Such is the hard lot of the great body of people who inhabit 
a fifth part of our iſland. Neglected by Government : forſaken 
or oppreſſed by the Gentry : cut off, during moſt part of the year, 
. by impaſſable mountains and impraQticable navigations from the 
ſeats of Commerce, Induſtry, and Plenty: living at a conſiderable 
diſtance from all human aid, without the neceſſaries of liſe, or any 
of thoſe comforts which might ſoften the rigour of their calamities. 
---Upon the whole, the Highlands of Scotland (ſome few eſtates 
excepted) are the ſeats of Oppreſſion, Poverty, Famine, Anguiſh, 
and wild Deſpair ; exciting the pity of every traveller, while the 
virtues of the inhabitants attra his admiration, 


„From this ae plus ultra of human depreflion, we entertain a 
hope, however, that matters will revert into a contrary direction, 
under the auſpices of a benevolent Sovereign and Parliament, to 
whoſe humane, as well as political attention, that country and 
people are moſt humbly recommended. 2.
